A Chicago dispatch, published in 
The Times of yesterday morning, gave, 
the gist of an opinion handed down 
by the Appellate Court of lLilinois, by 
which the, linseed oil trust was,made 
liable for damage claims aggregating 
something like $15,000,000. The case 
arose out of a suit brought by Heath 
& Milligan, manufacturers, against. 
the National Linseed Oil Company, 
which was reorganized two years ago 
under the name of the Anierican Lin- 
seed Oil Company. 

In the language of the dispatch, “The 
court found that the custom of tie 
company in selling 7% pounds of oll 
as constituting a gallon was iiiegal, 
and amounted to short weight. In so 
holding, the court reversed the finding 
of the court below and ordered the en- 
try of judgment against the company 
for $12,012 as costs. The case was @ 
test one brought by Heath & Milli- 
gan, on a discovery by A. M. Heatn 
that a gallon of linseed oj) in reality 
weighed 7% pounds instead of 7% 
pounds, as sold by the trust.” 

This decision of the Appellate Court 
of Illinois is important, and it is 
likely to have a wider application-than 
appears on the surface. The decision 
opens the door for the prosecution of 
successful suits against the linseed 
oil trust by all firms, corporations or 
individuals who have had dealings 
with the trust during the past five 
years. It does more than this. It lays 
@ good foundgtion for similar suits 
against other trusts by customers who 


been systematically defrauded . by 
short-weight sales or other dishonest 
practices. 

The outcome of the decision will be 
awaited with interest. It is intimated 
in the Chicago dispatch that it “may 
Mean the death blow to the trust.” 
{This is not improbable, if all the cus- 
tomers who havé been buying 7% 
pounds of oil for a gallon, for years 
past, put in their claimis for damages. 
. As a matter of course, the same law 
which protects the patrons of a trust 
against the particular kind of fraud 
above referred to will protect private 
individuals and firms. The decision
